| TEACHERS IN COUNCIL 


ASK FOR INSPECTORS’ 
REPORTS

Members of the Dublin branch of the Asso- 
ciation of Secondary Teachers (Ireland), at the 
mouthly meeting on Saturday night, discussed 
a number of resolutions in order to instruct 
the branch delegates in connection with the 
Annual Convention at Limerick. 

Among the resolutions were those requiring 
the Department of Education to ask schools 
to supply copies of contracts in the case oí 
all teachers receiving increments, as is done 
in Northern Trelaud; that only recognised 
secondary schools should be allowed to pre- 
sent candidatés for the examinations con- 
ducted by the secondary branch of the De- 
partment; that the Department make a regu- 
lation that after a transition period no per- 
son shall be employed in the secondary teach- 
ing profession who does not possess the full 
ucudemic qualihcation sequiswe for registra- 
tion. 

Another resolution which was discussed 
asked the Department to supply each teacher 
with copies of the inspectors’ reports on his 
or her work. 

The General Secretary reported that he had 
written to the Honorary Secretary, School 
masters’ Association, to inquire if that body 
would send a joint deputation with the Asso- 
ciation of Secondary Teachers (Ireland) te

Crime 


A startling indictment of the lack of 
parental control in the United States has 
just been made by Mr. J. Edgar Hoover, 
of the Federal Department of Justice in 
New York. Mr. Hoover is head of the 
famous ‘‘G Men ”’ in America’s first city, 
and, since he has spent a lifetime as a 
tracker of criminals and as a student of 
the conditions and forces which drive men 
—and women—into crime, his words are 
not without weight. American civilisation, 
he says, will soon be overwhelmed by 
crime unless her citizens combine to fight 
it; and, in support of this statement, he 
gives facts and figures that are in them- 
selves astounding. According to police 
records, over 12,000 murders were com- 
mitted in America last year ; the estimated 
total of major crimes was 1,445,581; and 
‘ aggravated robbery, theft, arson, rape, 
felonious assault or murder is annually 
visited on one out of every sixteen homes 
in the country.” The per capita tax which

Hoover says that, if the cost of crime could 
be eliminated for two years, the saving 
would be sufficient to pay off the entire 
American national debt. Grave as these 
figures are, the most sinister fact about 


Ithe growth of criminal offences in the 


Umited States lies, however, in the fact 
that no less than twenty per cent. of crime 
is committed by persons not yet old 
enough to vote ; and for this state of things 
the Federal Department of Justice puts 
the responsibility upon lack of discipline 
in the home. In doing so it denounces the 
great body of American citizens as the 
true perpetrators of crime, the fathers and 
mothers who so failed in their duty as to 
allow their children to go into the world 
to reap the harvest which they, the 
parents, by mental laziness, sowed. In 
modern America, it would appear, the 
youthful criminal views crime from the 
standpoint of the entire United States, 
knows in which State he can rob a bank 
and pay the penalty, commit a 
murder and go on “ parole ” within a few 
years; and Mr. Hoover avers that he can 


least 


tell where there are politicians so eager 
for the criminal vote that they will gladly 
trade the safety of a member of the com- 
munity for it. It would be well, we think, 
if other countries—not the least of them 
our own—would ponder upon these facts 
before it is yet too late.

Before I hazard a guess it may help one 
to examine a little closely the Exchequer 
statements which have issued since the 
end of Fé@bruary, and to consider the 
variations which have taken place in the 
figures set ut therein under the several 
heads of revenue. Possibly the first thing 
one would notice is that, while the figures 
for some of the items like Customs, 
Excise, Motor Vehicle Duties and Income 
[fax record increases week by week, the 
figures for the Post Office at £1,805,000 
and Land Annuities at £1,909,350 show 
no increase over the figures for the end of 
February, and, therefore, might be taken 
to be static. 

It would be very wrong to make such 
an assumption in regard to the Post 
Office. but not nearly so wrong if made in 
regard to the Land Annuities. In the 
of the Post Office the revenue is 
brought into account monthly, while in 
the of the Land Annuities it is 
brought in—after the clearance of the 
Guarantee Fund—half-yearly. Further- 
more. since it is known that under statute 
the final clearance of the Guarantee Fund 
each year on the 15th Feh- 
ruary, it may be safely assumed that the 
ficure of £1,909,330 will show very little, 
f any. increase by to-morrow evening, 
when the Exchequer accounts for the year 


POST OFFICE REVENUE 


The position is otherwise with the Post 
Office. According to the official figares its 
revenue to the 29th February last 
amounted to £1,805,000, averaging, say, 
£5,390 per day. Accordingly, it should be 
expected that for the month of March it 
would amount to £167,000. But Post 
Office revenue for the month of March 1s, 
as a rule, above the average. There are 
particularly heavy postings on account of 
the St. Patrick’s Day, and latterly of the 
Sweepstakes, which tend to inflate it, and 
there are increases also in its other ser- 
vices arising in the same way. 

Moreover, Post Office revenue has been 
expanding during the year, and : one 
should accordingly expect it to be above 
the average in the last month. Making 
allowances for all these factors it may be 
assumed that the total revenue to be 
brought into the Exchequer for the year

Turning now to the other sources of

One may allow £35,000 to cover the yield 
to the end of the month, and thus bring 
the total figure for this tax up to 
£1,000,000, which, I think, is a record. 
The Stamp Duties exhibit somewhat 
similar characteristics to the Excise 
Duties. They gave a yield of £9,000 for 
the first week in March; this jumped to 
£20,000 for the second, and fell again to 
£5,000 for the third. No doubt, the varia- 
tion is associated with the Stock Exchange 
account, and, making an allowance for 
that fact, it may be expected that the end 
of the month will produce about £22,000 


in Stamp Duties. 
“OTHER RECEIPTS ” 


The last revenue item to be considered 
is that of “Other Receipts,’’ and here 
there is positively nothing to go upon. 
This head is the cubby-hole of the Ex- 
chequer, into which are gathered not 
merely very substantial items of revenue, 
like interest on the advances to the Elec- 
tricity Supply Board, and similar ac- 
counts, but all sorts of trivial items which 
accru® as extra receipts not appropriated 
in aid of votes. Under this heading of 
‘* Other Receipts ” there was collected in 
the first week of March no less than 
£131,000 odd, but for the following week 
the figure fell te £25,961. and for the third 
week it was only £6,861. If allowance 
is made for the item to cover the end oí 
the month one can only make a guess at 
it, and one guess will be as wild as an- 
other. To say something, I shall say 
£40,000. 

Starting with the latest official figure of 
£29, 608,032 for the Revenue to the 21st 
March, I am now in a position to frame 
my final estimate for the year. Nothing is 
allowed for further yields under the re- 
spective heads of Corporation Profits Tax 
and Land Annuities, but I expect that the 
Post Office will give a further £195,000. 
I look to Customs for at least another 
£219,000; to Excjse for £85,000; to In- 
come and Property and suchlike taxes for 
£263,000, while it may be hoped to get 
another £65,000 in all from Motor Vehicle 
Duties, Stamps and Other Items. If 
these expectations are fulfilled the Ex- 
chequer will collect from all sources about 

,000 in the last days of March, so 
that when this financial year closes the 
figures for the tax and nor-tax revenue 
ought to total £30,435,000. 


A COMPARISON 


As the original estimate for the 
revenue has been substantially increased 
it is advisable to reconsider also the esti- 
mate which I made last week of the 
year’s expenditure. Unfortunately, in 
this connection the Exchequer returns 
give little light. According to the return 
issued last Tuesday the expenditure on 
the Central Fund Services for the week 
ending on the 2ist March was £61,834, 
while on the Supply Services it was 
£276,047, or £337,881 in all. Last year 
the respective figures for the corresponding 


week were £37,000 and £401,711, while 


maintained at a more or less constant rate 
since 29th February, that is far from 
being the case with the Excise. 

Thus in the first week of March Customs 
brought in £156,000, in the second 
£177,000, and in the third £160,000; 
whereas the return from Excise was 
£205.000 in the third week, as against 
£63.000 in the first week and £65,000 in 
the second. And an examination of the 
returns over the whole year would disclose 
that this jump in the yield for one week 
following, or to be followed by com- 
comparatively modest returns for two or 
three successive weeks, was not an 
abnormal variation, but was characteristic 
of the tax as it operates here. Obviously, 
therefore, while it would be reasonably 
safe to take the average yield for the 
Customs over the first three weeks of 
March, or £164,000, as a norm to estimate 
the yield of this tax for the remainder 
of the month, a person would fall into 
grave erro: if he were to do likewise with 
the Excise. There, indeed, the safer figure 
to go upon is the average for the first two 
weeks, which I shall accordingly use. 


INCOME AND PROPERTY 
TAX 


While the yield from the Corporation 
Profits Tax at £465,000 has shown no 
increase since the 7th March, and, there- 
fore, may be taken to have dried up—a 
questionable assumption maybe, but as one 
has no guidance from the figures he has 
no logical alternative—the other income 
and property taxes, including Estate 
Duties and Excess Profits Tax. are still 


for the closing period of the month they 
were £142,055 and £2,289,621. So far as 
the Central Fund Services are concerned, 
for the reasons which were set out at 
length last week, it is unlikely that the 
balance of expenditure upon them will 
exceed £100,000, so that I may take the 
final figure for them as £4,955,178. 

It need not be assumed either that the 
final instalment required for the Supply 
Services will be anything like £2,289,621. 
For last year’s final payments probably in- 
cluded very substantial sums in respect of 
advances of £550,000 to the Guarantee 
Fund and £400,000 to the Local Loans 
Fund, together with an extra £100,000 in 
respect of the Supplementary Agricultural 
Grants. These items amounted last year 
to £1,050,000, and no part of them has to 
be provided for in this. 


LOOKING LIKE A BALANCE 


Assuming that one moiety of their total 
sum was paid out of the Exchequer in re- 
spect of them in the last week of the finan- 
cial year, one may reduce the probable 
expenditure on supply for the correspond- 
ing period this year as compared with last 
by £525,000. Then, again, the expendi 
ture on export bounties and subsidies, 
amounting, as it did, to £3,061,001 for the 
whole period, was particularly heavy last 
year. The estimate for this service in the 
current year wrs substantially reduced, 
and in addition the recent coal-cattle pact 
has made further economies possible. One 
might rate the net effect of these changes 
as reducing the Exchequer outgoing for 
the last period of the year by £200,000.

Later, at a quarter-past seven, 
fifteen ‘planes reappeared, and started to 
drop incendiary bombs. The attack lasted 
until 9.30 a.m. No definite figures con- 
cerning the number of victims or the exact 
extent of the material damage done are 
yet to hand. 


MASS OF FLAMES 


Four hours after the bombardment began 
the town was still a mass of flames. The 
bombardment is the first to be carried out 
on a large Abyssinian town, and the 
Government are to make special protests, 
since Harar was specially declared an 
open town and completely demilitarised 
last December. 

A communiqué issued in the capital last 
night expressed fear lest Italian state- 
ments that Harar was the scene of im- 
portant military preparations were merely 
an excuse for bombing a completely non- 
military town. The town was notified to 
the League of Nations as being ‘‘ destined 
to receive wounded from the Ogaden front, 
and not serving any military purpose.’’ 


37 ITALIAN 'PLANES 


An official communiqué received 
telephone from Harar states :'— 

‘This morning at 7.30 thirty-seven 
enemy ‘planes bombed the open town of 
Harar for one hour. The number of 
victims is unknowm, Among the buildings 
destroyed are the Church of Saint Saviour. 
a Catholic church, the building of the 
French Mission, the French Consulate, the 
wireless station, and the prison. 

‘ Fifteen bombs were dropped on the 
hospital of the Egyptian Red Crescent, 
while several bombs struck the hospital 
belonging to the Ethiopian Red Cross, and 
two bombs fell near the Swedish Hospital 
buildings. The former Italian Consulate 
was destroyed by bombs. 

‘* Monsignor Jaroseau, who is in charge 
of the French Mission, refused to leave the 
altar during the bombardment. 

“The church was wrecked, 
remained unhurt.

Powered went to the polls yesterday ' 
to endorse the foreign policy of Herr 
Hitler. By 12.15 German time 43,880,468 
votes had been counted, of which 43,353,186 | 
were for Hitler and 527,282 against, a 
percentage of 98.8 for Hitler. 

The result was not surprising, as voters 
could only invalidate their paper if they 
did not wish to vote in favour of the 
Chancellor, and it was generally believed ;

election,

COUNTER-PROPOSALS 


The newly-elected Reichstag can be con.

In fact it was the world’s most 
perfect polling day, except for just one 
fact that the electors had no choice to 
make.

On the other 
hand, there was no doubt that manv 
Germans supported the Government on the 
question of foreign policy, whatever their 
views on national socialism, and there were 
many genuinely impressed by Hitler’s re- 
peated assurances that he stood for peace 
and honour.

The Times remarks to-day in a leading 
article:—The Italian invasion of Abys- 
sinia, though thrown for the time into the 
background of the news, is still going on, 
as several speakers significantly reminded 
the House of Commons last week. It has 
reached a point, in fact, at which some 
attempt may again be made to assess its 
progress—not in relation to European 
politics or to the ultimate effect of its 
methods on the African peoples, but from 
a strictly military point of view. A month 
has passed since Marshal Badoglio an- 
nounced that the complete defeat of Ras 
Mulugeta’s army at Amba Aradam had 
been followed by the capture of Amba 
Alaji, together with another “ shattering 
victory ' over the Ethiopian forces in the 
Tembien. 

The reports of the “complete rout” of 
three reputedly large Ethiopian armies, 
and their circumstantial detail, made an 
impression abroad as great as the Italians 
could have desired. It was said even in 
this country that any further resistance 
to, or check upon, their advance through 
Abyssinia was improbable. Some com- 
mentators suggested that all the difficulties 
on the road to Addis Ababa were past, 
and that we might now expect to see the 
Italian forces enjoying a swift and smooth 
run down the motor road to Addis Ababa, 
which the Ethiopians had so obligingly 
built for them. To express a doubt of 
these prospects and to hold judgment in 
suspense concerning the completeness of 
the Italian victories was quite seriously 
regarded as an ungenerous attitude. But 
time is a useful corrective to hasty assump- 
tions. It has proved so once again, There 
is even a danger now that in reaction 
Opinion may swing once again towards 
an under-estimate of what the Italians 
have achieved and are capable of doing. 

‘‘ A decisive victory ’’ is apt, in military 
language, to have a mystical sense, which 
is by no means synonymous with its actual 
effect, adds The Times. The latest edition 
(in general much improved) of our own 
‘Field Service Regulations ” states that 
“battle is usually the decisive act in land 
warfare.’’ The statement hardly accords 
with the last two or three thousand years 
of experience. A survey of history, 
indeed, here gives a new meaning to the 
saying that the exception proves the rule; 
this military rule seems to be founded on 
a large preponderance of exceptions. It is 
extraordinary how many decisive victories 
have been gained in wars without the 
effect that in normal language is meant 
by the word ‘‘decisive.’’ There is much 
in the conditions of the Abyssinian war 
to suggest that the mystical term may be 


even more remote than usual from possess- 
ing an actual sense.

LINDBERGH BABY 
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MYSTERY MAN UNDER 
ARREST 
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From Revter’s CORRESPONDENT. 


TRENTON (N.J.), Sunday. 

An unnamed person has been under 
arrest in Trenton Jail for the past month 
as a suspect in connection with the Lind- 
bergh baby kidnapping. In the death 
cell of the same jail is Bruno Hauptmann, 
condemned to die on Tuesday evening for 
the murder of the Lindbergh baby in 
March, 1932. 

The State Attorney-General (Mr. David 
Wilentz), who prosecuted at the trial of 
Hauptmann, questioned the mystery sus- 
pect early to-day. Mr. Wilentz quoted the 
suspect as saying: “ I had nothing to do 
with this crime.” 

The State Attorney also said that the 
prisoner alleged he had been tortured in 
an attempt to extort a confession. 

Governor Hoffman, of New Jersey, 
declared yesterday that he had no inten- 
tion of granting another respite to Haupt- 
mann, but at the same time the Governor 
refused to commit himself as to what he 
might do in the event of a last-minute 
confession, or some other unusually im- 
portant development. 

In order to give the condemned man 
every chance, however, he has summoned 
the New Jersey Court of Pardons to meet 
to-morrow morning to hear Hauptmann’s 
last plea for clemency, or decide whether 
any fresh evidence has been secured. In 
authoritative sources here, however, it is 
declared that the chances against Haupt- 
mann are now a hundred to one unless he 
confesses or reveals something remarkable 
enough to justify emergency action.

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THE VALUE OF 
TREATIES 
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From Revter’s CORRESPONDENT. 


PARIS, Sunday. 
HAT will to-morrow be the value of 
a treaty if Germany reserves to her- 
self the right of repudiating it in the 
name of eternal morality and tlie vital 
right of the German people / 

This was one of the opening sentences 
in a striking speech delivered by M. 
Flandin, the French Foreign Minister, in 
his electorate of Vezelay this evening, 
which consisted chiefly in a series of ques- 
tions to Herr Hitler. 

M. Flandin declared that there were two 
series of questions which must be put in 
considering Herr Hitler's speeches. These 
were questions of principle and questions 
of fact. Germany's right to repudiate 
treaties was 4 question of principle. Herr 
Hitler had contrasted in nearly all his 
speeches the value of treaties, and what 
he described as the vital and eternal 
rights of the German people. In the case 
of a new treaty with Germany to-morrow, 
who would be the independent and im- 
partial judge whom Germany would 
recognise, and to what decision would she 
be prepared to submit? 

THE WAY TO PEACE 

France, for her part, once respect for 
international law had been established, 
was ready for all negotiations calculated 
to consolidate peace, But it was neces- 
sary that the bases of these negotiations 
should be precise and serious, declared the 
Minister. The French people are as con- 
vinced as the German people of the neces- 
sity for Europe of organising peace on 
solid and durable foundations. For us 
peace is indivisible, and cannot be covered 
by bi-lateral pacts of ‘non-aggression, of 
which some could. be rejected at & chosen 
moment, while the others could coyer the 
aggressor against a proposed collective 
action, whose object was the respect of 
the law of treaties and security of all the 
| parties—presumably _ signatories—strong 
or weak, great or small. 

If Chancellor Hitler is prepared for a 
general discussion without reserve and 
without reticences, let him reply.-to all 
the questions we ask, and let him before 
his people pronounce himself, not by 
vague speeches with the object of mis- 
leading and putting to. sleep public 
opinion, but by categorical and precise 


declaration. 
WHY? 


Is it to prepare the twenty-five years‘ 
peace that he remilitarised in haste the 
demilitarised zone and that he imme- 
diately starts fortification work there? 
Against whom are these directed, and why 
are these being undertaken? In the name 
of the total sovereignty of the German 
people, does the Fuehrer intend, when the 
favourable occasion seems to offer, to 
raise the question of the Statute of 
Danzig?

The title of ‘bailiff’? or ** water bailiff’ 
should be abolished owing to their “odious 
significance” and as ‘‘redolent of evil memo- 
ries. 

The use of poison or explosives for the 
destruction of fish should be made punish- 
able by imprisoument without the option of 
a fine. 

All eel fishing, except that carried out 
by the Central Fishery Board, should be pro- 
hibited, 

Natura! obstructions should be, so far as

Philip Barry to reach Dublin, and for the 
fact that ono of his plays has come at 
last playgoers have to thank the revived 
Dublin Drama League. Philip Barry is now 
exactly forty years old, and is the author of 
almost twenty plays of merit, being regarded 
by many American critics as the American 
dramatist of greatest performance and most 
promising future. It is, therefore, something 
for which the Dublin Drama League deserves 
thanks that Philip Barry’s finest play, 
“Hotel Universe,’ had its first European 
roduction at the Gate Theatre last night. 
he play had a cordial reception, but it 
might have had a larger audience, 

“ Hotel Universe’ is very remarkable as 
an experiment, byt somewhat less remark- 
able as an accomplishment. The playwright 
has made a resolute attempt to be strikingly 
original, and occasionally he succeeds in 
making one feel that he. is a competent guide 
to a strange country. The stolid realist may 
have the notion that this Kind of play is 


r has taken thirteen years for a play by 


vague turn towards poetry. It is all the 
easier, he will say, to do this, because the 
characters are so little defined, although so 
richly dowered with possibilities, They are 
all so very modern, so very advanced, as 
they talk to each other abont the desirability 
of suicide and the vanity of all things upon 
the pleasant terrace of a house in the South 
of France. | 

It does not lie to complain that a young 
dramatist should have chosen a ‘groun of 
characters. afflicted with a kind of suicide 
complex—other and older dramatists have 
done that. before—if he can get what he 
wants from them. But what happens to the 
average spectator in the theatre is that such 
a group is apt to set going revolts and re- 
actions. And that is exactly what happened 
at the Gate Theatre last night Sympathies 
were neither captured nor engaged suffi- 
ciently, with the inevitable result that the 
play is not taken quite so seriously as its 


author probably intended that it should be 
taken. 


LIKE MRS. GUMMIDGE 


These eight characters are a little like Mrs. 
Gummidge; they seem to feel the weight uí 
life more than other people. The consequence 
is a world of such portentousness that the 
facts hardly attempt to fill it. One drama- 
tic effect. (or trick) Mr. Barry uses several 
times. It is to make his people simulate 
their vounger selves, or each other, in a kind 
of critical retrospect. His two men re- 
enacting a boyish quarrel are presently 
battling in earnest; the simulation of a 
mother leads to a confidence intended for the 
dead. This expedient is resorted to several 
times; it has the effect of emphasis, but is 
also a little like a trick. The play is un- 
usually interesting, stimulating, and entbra)- 
ling: but the emotions were hardly stirred. 

“Hotel Universe” as may have been 
gathered already, is really life itself—the 
mosaic of memories, feelings, triumphs, and 
defeats. Almost all of the characters have 
been either defeated or frustrated, with the 
consequence that they look out upon the 
world as a place in which to die rather than 
to live. All are, of course, wealthy Ameri- 
cans, suffering that boredom which the con- 
temporary American theatre has taught 
Europe to recognise. Maybe it was Henrv 
James who started it all; but Philip Barry is 
an excellent disciple of that master. 

The play was beautifully produced hy Mr. 
Lennox Robinson; but it might have been 
more Magabla to many people in the 
audience had the dialogue heen at the same 
time faster and more audible. There were 
no “‘star’’ performers in the cast; instead, 
there was a very high level of competence, 
which made the play as welcome as it is un- 
deniably alluring. That quality of allure 
should bring a crowded audience to the Gate 
Theatre for the repeat performance this even- 
ing. It will then be discovered that Philip 
Barry somewhat resembles J. M. Barrie.

¢¢ TÍ is by far the most difficult problem 
facing us. It is not one with which 
any of us dares to play party politics, 
but one which must be faced,” said Senator 
Connolly, Minister for Lands, speaking at 
Limerick on Saturday, in reference to parti- 
tion. 

They would all be glad, he said, to see a 
thirly:twe county republic declared if it. meant 
anything, but did it? Could those - whe 
wanted that tell them how to make the idea 
effective or make their writ run in the six 
counties? It was no use shirking the issue or 
cloaking the matter which phrases; they must 
face the.matter realistically. The six counties 
to-day stood as the British Empire. in -Ire- 
land. It was a British Empire creation, and 
it was an issue between Britain and Ireland. 
It was the big “issue transcending all others. 
and one which still must be contested and 
settled between this country and Britain. It 
was, Britain's. will and British policy. that 
maintained that gaping wound in the natianal 
life, and there could, therefore, be no final 
settlement and no lasting peace until the en- 
forced wrong of the Act of 1920 was undone, 
british Governments dould not shield them- 
selves behind the screen of the Treaty option, 
whereby the six counties were given the right 
to vote themselves in or out-of the body 
politics in Ireland, ve $s 

In ‘their héarts the people of the six 
counties did not like the border, apart from 
the substantial minority of nearly 40 per 
cent. whose aspirations could be definitely 
align with their fellow-Ivrishmen of the 
Saorstat, It was too often assumed that only 
those of one religious creed were opposed to 
the present régime and were anxious for the 
re-union of the whole country. Such was far 
from being the case. There were many of 
all religious creeds who saw no reason whv 
they. should be ashamed to proclaim them- 
selves Trish rather than Rritish, and who saw 
no ultimate future for their Province if it 
was simply to be treated as a step-child of 
the Imperial machine. 


UNITY AND FNDEPENDENCE 

"We have our differences and will have 
our differences on the ways and means to 
advance the well-being of the Irish people,'' 
said Senator Connolly, “ but there ave two 
issues on which we must sink these aif- 
ferences. We must seek unity’ and the 
abolition of partition as the paimary one: 
and with that the complete independence cf 
the country. No side. issues should be 
allowed to obstruct the real purpose. Re- 
union of r““8 pá wd" one and an 
purpose at this stage, a r cent. o 
all who belieye that partition wk be undone 
would include the new Unionists, the 
Inionists who. would endeavour to undo the 
evils of the past. 

Senator Connolly denied that there had 
been any surrender to British economic pres- 
sute, either in the political or national de- 
mand, in the matter of the trade agreement 
with Britain, and said that the country was 
gravelly moving towards self-sufficiency and 
economic independence. They had yielded 
to no issue affecting the fanddgente ques- 
tion of complete independence. Close rela- 
tion between the Government and the people 
must continue, and must, as were 
shaping, increase. The unity and co-operation

It must be 
evident that under’ this: system liberty of 
conscience disappears, and events in Russia 
and Germany leave us in no doubt as to the 
fate of those who refuse to bow the knee. 
Material conditions also have helped to bripg 
about: these changes. When it is remembered 
that even in Great Britain there are som): 
two millions of workers unemployed it need 
not surprise us to find the capitalistic system 
widely ‘challenged.” 

Although, said the -préacher, the Totali- 
tsarian State took different forms, such as 
Ccmmuniem and Fascism, they were all alike. 
exalting the State to that place which God 
alonc should occupy in the hearts and lives

€£ E shall never get anywhere; we 

/ shall never see social peace 

or economic development unless 

we realise that the interests of all are as In- 

terwoven as a seamless robe,” said the Rev 

P. J. Gannon, preaching in St. Francis 

Xavier's Church, Gardiner street, Dublin, 
vesterday. 

The reverend lecturer said that roguery 
in all its protean forms, whether it be petty 
larceny or the gigantic swindling of a Hatry 
or a Stavisky, made for the impoverishment 
of a whole community. It was a crime against 
society. It was, undoubtedly, to-day 
perilousty prevalent in all ranks and classes, 
in all aconomic relations, in every land. 
Chicanery, fraud and robbery were uncder- 
mining that sense of confidence in one an- 
other which men must possess if they were 
to work with any heart or enthusiasm. 


CHURCH’S DILEMMA 


On the part of some saner critics the com- 
lete overthrow of capitalism was held to 
be the first step in the reform of society. 
This put the Church in a peculiarly painful 
dilemma. The present capitalist system really 
arose over the ruins of the only social order 
the Catholic Church had any responsibility 
for, In so far as it had a religious back- 
ground at all, that background “was 
Calvanism. In its latter developments :t 
almost necessarily led to exploitation, and 
had had most deplorable results. But a 
workable alternative, capable of carrying on 
our highly developed civilisation, was 
essential before, in the present circumstances 
of society, they could get rid of capitalism 
without producing chaos and even greater 
misery than at present. If they were to scrap it 
what was to afford employment to 2,000,000,000 
peonle ? 
The partial success of the Soviet experi- 


‘ment was utterly deceptive; for it had to 


steal or beg a whole host of things from 
capitalist nations, apart from its thorough- 
going tyranny. It had been compelled 
gradually to recur to a scaling of wages and 
the right to trade and barter. In a word, 
after aun up the life of a whole continent 
it was gradually subsiding into a social order 
which would reproduce in time the worst 
feature of the whole capitalist system, and 
add a whole crop of its own. , Meantime, in 
international relations, it was back to 
that old-time game of diplomacy, and was 
showing far more finesse ahd less scruple 
than did the Ministers of the Tsar. A 
new Russian imperialism was emerging, 
which, while professing pacifism, was mili- 
tarily more formidable than ever were the 
Romanoffs 


CLASS WAR SUICIDE 
Mankind was almost literally in 
“)D.T.s”’ from the heady and medicated 
beverages served up to it in its taverns. 
What it really needed was the wine of Cana. 
Every act of roguery or dishonesty was 
really at the expense of the poor. The 
theory of class war was not only a highly 
immoral doctrine, but the most stupid and 
suicidal doctrine ever formulated. The ex- 
ploiting capitalist was the immediate enemy 
of Labour, but almost a worse enemy of 
capital. He was Public Enemy No. 1. But 
the lazy, inefficient or dishonest employé or 
worker was again immediately an enemy of 
capital, yet more so, perhaps, though. in- 
directly, of Labour; for he was doing his 
best to rob workers and their children of 
the very bread of life. He was Public Enemy 
No. 2. Labour and capital were like man 
and wife: they must make up their quarrels, 
or both come down in ruin

self-control is lost, and subsequent actions are 
not fully within the eontrol of reason. 

“The present crime is not one of that 
kind. There is, in it, no single circumstance 
to palliate gnilt yn the slightest. It was 
not the result of sudden and overwhelming 
passion—an outbreak of uncontrollable ex- 
citement, momentarily taking away the full 
use of reason. No. It was a well-planned, 
carefully-thought-out, and deliberately- 
organised crime, with every move coolly 
forecast, and every precaution taken to en- 
sure the subsequent safety of the perpetra- 
tor. It bore every mark of the coward— 
who will strike only when assured of im- 
punity.

“The victim was a man of high social 
position, distinguished in bis profession, of 
most kindly and charitable personel charac- 
ter, and belonging to a family which has 
always been deservedly popular with every 
class in South-West. Cork. 

‘What was his crime? Why was he 
made the mark for the assassin? We are 
told that he helped young men to join the 
British Navy. We know not if this is, or is 
not, true. But, if it is, what law of the 
Irish Free State did he break thereby? Is 
there a law on the Statute Book of the Free 
State making it illegal to join the British 
Navy! Jf there is not, in what consists 
Admiral. Somerville’s crime’ If there is, 
then the Free State Executive, not the name- 
less assassin, is the proper instrument to 
vindicate the. law. 

“I have been told that the crime is 
wholly the work of strangers, and that no 
local person is involved. I cannot agree with 
this view. The hand that fired the fatal 
shots may have been, and probably was, 
that of a stranger. But all the oircwpist andes 
point to the fact that the crime was planned 
and carried out with a knowledge of local 
conditions and of the personal habits of the 
deceased man and his family, which could 
only be supplied by persons living in the 
neighbourhood, It is futile then to endeavour 
to exonerate all the people of the soculity. 
There are among them some as morally guiity 
as: those who fired the fatal shots. Indeed, it 
is not at all impossible that the guilty are 
persons who have often experienced the help- 
ful kindness of the deceased man cr of some 
members of his family. 


~ PSEUDO-PATRIOTISM ” 


“It is a sad commentary on our notions of 
public duty that men are to be found who 
profess to believe that the public good can be 
promoted by crime. But it is worse to think 
that there are men who are persuaded, or 
persuade themselves, that crime ceases to be 
crime when clothed with a mantel of pseado- 
patriotism. The Gospel of the present-day 
patriot seems to be hate, and his works 
murder, 

“ My dear people, let there be no mistake 

about it: any man, from the actual assassin 
down to the man who,‘ knowingly and wil- 
fully, played the least part in the tragedy is 
guilty of wilful murder. Every citizen is 
bound to give all possible assistance to those 
whose duty it is to bring the miscreants to 
justice. It is a matter of public safety; a 
question as to whether we are to live as a 
civilised people, protected by law, or in fear 
end trembling at the mercy of the secret 
murderer, 
“Personally, I have long been convinced 
that most of the present troubles of our 
people are a divine judgment on past crimes. 
Ic is sad to think that we seek a remedy by 
plunging still deeper into iniquity. It looks 
as if we were determined to rush headlong 
to our ruin: as if the madness, which is 
the forerunner of destruction, had already 
come upon the people, 

“1 do most sincerely sympathise with the 
bereaved family of the late Admiral Somer- 
ville. And yet it is with a certain amount of 
diffidence that I offer them my sympathy. 
Members of the family could not well be 
blamed if they felt that offers of condolence 
at the moment have more than a suspicion of 
insincerity, However, we do not all take 
our ideas of patriotism from the notions of 
those who dictate murder, nor our moral 
code from Moscow. There is still some 
Christian spirit left, and that Christian 
spirit denounces the crime and sympathises 
with the Somerville family. 

"Finally, it is to be hoped that this awful 
crime will be a warning to our young men 
who may be tempted to join secret societies, 


sq aften and so deservedly condemned by 
the Catholic Church.” 


MR. MACDERMOT’S 
VIEWS

“DEFILES AND ENSLAVES” 


Mr. Frank MacDermot, speaking yesterday 
at Cootehall, County Roscommon. said :— 
‘* The whole country has been shocked during 
the last few days by the brutal murder of a 
kindly old gentleman who loved Ireland with 
all his heart; and whose sister has done, per- 
haps, more than any living writer to create 
a feeling of affection. for this country through. 
out the English-speaking world. The Govern- 
ment have declared their abhorrence of the 
crime, and their determination to do every- 
thing possible to bring the perpetrators to 
justice.. We should all hope that the Govern- 
ment will be successful in doing so, not be- 
cause we are bloodthirsty, but because the 
community must be protected against murder 
bv the expectation that murder. if committed, 
will be punished. I myself dislike the idea of 
taking the life of a fellow-man, however 
guilty, even. by process of law—so much 
so, that 1 have often contemplatéd introduc- 
ing a bill for the abolition of capital punish- 
ment. My difficulty is that, in the case of 
political agsassination, life sentences of im- 
prisonment might be cancelled by an amnesty 
in a few years’ time, as they have been 
recently in Spain. with the result that would. 
be slayers might feel able to slay with com- 
parative impunity when the motive was poli- 
tical, or could be made to look like political.”’ 


“UNWILLING TO CONVICT” 
Unfortunately, he -said, the horror that 
we feel when such a crime as this has been 
committed is apt to fade with. the passage 
of time,. The Government finds the greatest 
difficulty in identifying and getting evidence 
against the criminals, and even if the guilty 
parties are arrésted-and the case against them 
proved, there is the greatest difficulty in get- 
ting them convicted. Some jurymen are 
unwilling to convict in a political 
case and others are « afraid to. 
Our determination to eliminate murder is not 
as deep as it ought to be. Political assassina- 
tion has, indeed, been condemned by the best 
Irishmen, but it would be hypocrisy to pretend 
that we have not had frequent exam of 
it, both ‘in the recent and in the di past ; 
and, with the passage of time, what was re- 
inad iain tater 
into an act o tiem. . “* men 
who did this deed Nay die Cork may be 
arrested and punished, or t may not. | 
hope 1 shall not seem unduly bitter if 1 say 
that, judging from the past, it would be 
bay ely: that in a few years time they 
be claiming the credit of it as part of 
their national record,, or getting military 
pensions. for it,” 


‘* We ought to realise that this sort of t 
defiles and enslaves us more than any cael 


oppression could do; that it lowers our repu- ! 


| 


tation throughout the world, and that. it 
inspires a loathing among our fellow-country- 
men in Northern Ireland which is infinitely 
damaging to our prospects of ‘ending parti- 
tion. There is much in our history to explain 
and, t some slight extent, excuse such eds 
of darkness, and I believe that We are sound 
at heart. But for God's sake let us show 
that we are sound by backing up this Govern- 
ment, and every other Government, which 
seeks to vindicate order and justice and the 
sanctity of human life.” Cae 

Speaking at the Church of Ireland Service 
in Skibberreen, the Venerable Archdeacon 
Sykes described the crime as a blow, against 
civilisation and the sanctity of life. rhe 
late Admiral Somerville, he said, was a man 
who had helped boys to realise their ambi- 
tions and to get a fuller lifé, . He had 
opened up opportunities for them, and in 
that way had helped them. the Arch- 
deacon concluded with a moving expression 
of sympathy with the widow, the family, 
and other relatives. 

Dr. Casey, the Catholic Bishop of Ross, 
travelled in person to Castletownshend to- 
day and addréssed the congregation at the 
local Church, where he reiterated his horror 
and denunciation of the deed, and expressed 
sympathy with the relatives, . 

The Rev. W. Young, Adm,, Castle- 
haven, also referred to the crime. He said 
that he did not think anybody remotely 
associated with the crime, even to the extent 
of giving information to its perpetrators, 
could possibly beiieve mm Ged. He found 
it hard to believe that there could be one 
in the parish capable of supplying informa- 
tion so that the murderers could commit the 
crime and eseape. Anyone who even sympa- 
thised with the murder should be ashamed 
to call himself an Irishman. Admiral Somer- 
ville did nothing all his life but good, and 
when killed be had come to his door thinking 
he was about to help a fellow-man. .. 

The Admiral died a hero’s death, thinking 
he was going to do good for someone. The 
assassin was a coward, who would not have 
come had he thought the Admiral armed. 
Concluding, he said it was the duty of every- 
hody to report to the authorities any slightest 
bit of information that might lead to the dis- 
covery of the perpetrators of the outrage. 

Father Hegarty at St. Finbarr’s (West) 
Church, Cork City, to-day, said that at. was 
one of the most atrocious murders ever com- 
mitted, and it took place at a time when 
throughout the country the churches ‘were 
crowded with people listening to missioners 
explaining the law of God, Certain people 
were drawing a complete distinction between 
their civic and religious life, and when they 
eame to Mass and heard a sermon it did not 
seem to matter to them how much they 
disregarded this same law ol God in their 
secular hie.

MR. WALTER BAIRD | 

TM is with regret that we announce the 
death of Mr. Walter Baird, manager of the 
Burns and Laird Lines, Lid., which took 
place at his residence, ' St. Aubyn's,  Sor- 
rento road, Dalkey, on Saturday morning. 

Over fifty-six years ago Mr. Baird entered 
the employment of the Laird Line Company 
at his native city, Londonderry. He became 
keenly interested im ‘she character of his 
occupation, and his wonderful capacity tor 
retatning and applying the class of knowledge 
that would be most useful in the shipping 
world helped to qualify him for the promo- 
tion that eventually led him to the managers 
chair. He was appointed manager approxi- 
mately thirty-five years ago, and when, in 
January, 1923, the Laird Line was amalga- 
mated with the Burns Line he became mana- 
ger of the amalgamated company. 

Mr. Baird came to Dublin in 1902, and had 
not been long in the city when his worth was 
recognised. Jt was a great tribute to his 
popularity, as well as to his ability, that 
about two years after he arrived in Dublin 
he headed the poll at the election of shippers 
to the Dublin Port and Docks Board. He 
remained unopposed as a member of the Port 
and Docks Board until January of last year, 
when again he contested the election, and 
once more headed the poll of shippers. 

Since 1904 Mr. Baird had been a member 
of the Port and Docks Board. He was Vice- 
Chairman of the Board in 1930, 1931 and 


Mr. Water Bairp, O.B,E. 
1932, and Chairman in 1925 and 1933. 


He was 


senior member of the Board, and was Chatr- | 


man of the Pilotage Committee since it was 
established under the Pilotage Confirmation 
Act, 1926. At the opening of the Butt Bridge 
in 1932 he was one of the most prominent 
figures, and his organising ability was 
largely responsible for the smooth working 
of the huge shipping traffic during Congress 
Week. MH 

Tourist development was another interest 
that appealed to Mr. Baird, and few members 
—if indeed any member—of the Irish Tourist 
Association did more for the development of 
the country, or gave more time and thought 
to the problem of attracting the tourist to 
Ireland than did be. He was Vice-Chairman 
of the Association, and had completed ten 
years as Chairman of its Finance Committee. 

Mr. Baird was president of the Railway 
and Steam Packet Golf Club for a number of 
years, but resigned recently when his health 
vwegan to fail. He had not been in good 
health for some months, and Jately he had 
been confined to bed. Mr, Baird was aged 
TL years. He leaves a widow and three 
daughters. 3 

The flag on the Ballast Office was flown at 
half-mast when the death of Mr. Baird 
became known, 

The funeral, which is private, will take 
place to-day to Dean's Stenm Cemetery, 
arriving there at 11 o'clock, 


LORD MARSHALL 
Lord Marshall of Chipstead, a former Lord 
Mayor of London, died yesterday at his 
home at Chipstead, Surrey, aged seventy. 
Before his elevation to the peerage he was 


Duke of York, the 


Sir Horace Brooks Marshall. He was head 
of the publishing and newspaper distributing 
firm of Horace Marshall, which was founded 
by his grandfather some uinety-six years 
ago. Lord Marshall was educated at Dul- 
wich College and at Dublin University, of 
which he was,a Master of Arts and Honorary 
LL.D. On his returo from Trinity College, 
Dublin, he became associated with the firm’s 
bookstall activities until it decided to. con 
centrate on the wholesale trade. when 
Messys. W. H. Smith and Sons took charge 
of the bookstalls. 

Lord Marshall was Grand Treasurer of the 
English Freemasons in 1901-02, and was 
Sherif of London in the year of King 
Edward the Seventh’s Coronation. He be- 
came Lord Mayor two days before the 
Armistice in the Great War, and during his 
term of office he admitted more famous men 
to the freedom of the city than any other Lord 
Mayor on record. Among them were the 
Duke of Gloucester. and 
many of the Great War leaders, while among 
the leading foreign statesmen he received 
during his term of office at the. Mansion 
House was the late President - Wilson: 
France, “ Italy, ig emt Japan, Greece, 
Rumania, Norway, Persia, and China all 
ane England in ‘bestowing honours
